no very proper {crhinafy, yet being tranfplanted into a 
warmer climate and a better foil, and there watered with a 
yay dountiful hand, has fuddenly fhot up and d:ffufed its 
bra fo as to overtop and fhade all the fhrubs which 
food round about it. 

4 Theinftance I mean, isthe great Francis WatsincHaM 
Hi; who having been bred up, as is generally fayed, to 
the art of writing, and become an admirable artift there- 
jo, bas had the peculiar happinefs to efcape («<) ‘ the mil- 
‘fortune of the moderns in genesal, who hove nade no 
‘ giftin€tion between Artifis and Mechanicks” But this 

tkman, by fome lucky accident, coming to the know- 
Clee of a very great perfon, who * had taffe and di/cern- 
‘ment equal to his high fortune,’ was by him advanced 
from the low employment of a writer, literal and mecha- 
gical, to tke high flation of afigurative and artificial wsi- 
ter, to the wonder and amazement of all that read his fub-_ 
jme, weekly lucubrations. For in thefe, for the {pace of 
thee three years, he has difplayed his great skill in the 
ats of Politicks and Rhetoric; the very rudiments of 
which, tho’ he never learned by a proper education, yet has 

B be reached the higheft pitch through a (uitable encourage- 
Nor is it only by his emincnz perfeétion in thefe arts, that 

this gentleman has manifefted his /ublime capacity ; but he 

has very. lately fignalized it in a more eminent manner, by 
fiswing that he has made a more amazing progre/s in the 
ats of painting, /culpture, and fatuary. ‘his progre/s is 
catéinly more amazing, becauie thefe arts have becn hither- 

0 generally thought to be attainable in a way very’ difte- 

teot, and much more difficult than the other. A perfon 

of extraordinary parts, only by seading the beft books 
which treat of Politics and Rhetoric, may pcflibly gain 
a knowledge in both, as to reprefent the notions of 
vthers, and his own, in pure and expreflive languege. But 
inorder to. be a comylete judge in painting, fculpiure, or 
fatuary, it is neceflary to have tad a proper education in 
tome famous Academy ; to have ftudy'd for feveral years 
the graces of the moft celebrated works, antient and 
modern, in the originals, or at leaft in the fineft ccpies of 
them; and to have conveifei with the moft celebrated 
titifts of the age. Ic is morally impoffible, for a-perfon not 
tducated in this manner, to difcern the nice ftrokes and 
touches of art, which diftinguifty the hands of artifts, and 
ue imperceptible to all but fuch : and yer, without this 

“iicerament no man cap form an exact judgment of their 

pots. fo as to give a rational preference to one above 


. This will naturally draw from the wondering reader 
thele two guvtions : Has Mr. Watsixcram then really 
difcernment ? and How cculd ke poffibly attain it ?— 
Qaniwer to the firft, we are aflured that he really has it ; 
because he atually exerts it upon proper occafions. That this 
% matter of faét, we have as good authority as any man’s 
in Engla:.d. Such the grave Mr. Ossorne, a porion of 
The fingtert veracity, has publickly declared his to be : and 
the world will acknowledge, that the authority I am 
to produce is as good as his For it is no other 

the authority of Mr. Watsincuam himéelt ; who 
Kells us, that he (d) * knows Mr. Rysprack to be a good 
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* flatuary*; that he(e)*has lately had the pleafure of fee~ 
* ing the flatue of or great and brave king Wittiam III. 
* done by his hand: he affures us, that * this ftatue is form- 
‘ ed vith infinite application and futceis, and is worthy of 
* pubiick attention, as it isa work of genius, which will 
* do honour to the nation’; that * the smgenwus flatuary 
* feems'to have exerted the utmoft powers of his inven- 
* tion, ond to have laboured with the trueft judgment’: 
he declares, that ‘ it is in truth a fiatue worthy to bear the 
* form and hkenefs of king Winziam LIT, and that as the 
‘ great ancients th:micives weuld have paid a willing 
‘ worfhip to the mmertal jutjed, fo they would have 
‘ given, without doubr, a lcud and iafling applaufe to the 
* admirable artift’: of all this he is very certain, becaufe 
he ‘ thinks he fees the {pirit of antiquity fubumely expref- 
* fed inevery ftroke. To carry the panegyric ftill higher, 
he adds, that * had any but Rysprack arrempted king 


* Witiiam, he flould have been sp pain, from an appre- 


* herficn that they were labowing to deferve a ievere im- 
‘ dignetion ; thar if this artift * lives he is fure he will 
* produce many excellent works and if the bigher ranks 
‘ of life would fufficiently mak: his ast their care, the 
* fchool of fiatuary may take its rife from nm, and the age 
* he lives in may become iluftrious 10 all which fhall fuc- 
‘ ceed it.’ And to crown all, he confirms his own judg- 
ment in flatuary, by that «f the mayor ana aldermen of 
Bristot, whole picat skill is irdi{putable, and declares be 
* (f) will {peak at for the donour of Brisiror, that sheir 
* ety hath as much diflinguifhed its judgment in their 
* election of an artifi, as its generofity in the reward which 
‘ THEY Affigned him’ 

To the other queftion, How could Mr, Watsincuam, 
without a proper education, ever attain to fuch an exe 
knowledge and difcernment in the art of ftatuary? I an- 
fwer dise@tiy, that it was by infpiration or cxtheghasii; at- 
tended with a (uitable encouragement: to which two cau- 
fes he afcribes the appearance of the greateft men among 
the antients, both in arts and arms. Fer tho’, as he juftly 
objerves, (g) ‘ that noble and generous exthufiafm, which 
* infpired the world in its early days, hath long fince been 
‘ loft among us;’ tho’ the arti? and the hero are alike 
‘rarely feen, becaufe that dime flame which animated 
* both, hath been neglected, defpifed, ard [what is worfe} 
* wanted Cue encouragement ;’ yet he owns, there now 
and then rifes, even im later ages, a oo genius, as 
well in art, as in heroifm’; both which are warmed and 
and animated*by the Jame fre and the fame fpirit, the fire 
and {pirst of enthufiajm. Of heroes, he gives for inften- 
ces, (6) * the two greateft mex, whom the modern times 
‘ have known, or the Englifh armies Were ever led by, 
* king WitviaM the third and the duke of Mar.eRoucH;’ 
who, he tellsus, by a ‘ felicity, which we have reaftn to 
* to be proud of, have lately had RysBRack to give thcin 
* life and likenefs in trafé and marble.” It is great pity, 
that he could not prcduce cne example more to accompa- 
ny Mr. Rysprack; that fo the mcdern irflances in art 
might have equalled thofe in hercifm, Had hetakenaturn 
cr two in Weftmirfter Abbey, aud carefully viewed the 
monuments there, he might perhzps have fixed his eyes 
upon the works of one, who has expreffed the /pirit of an- 
tiquity, tho’ in a different manner; and who, it Mr. Rys- 
BRACK, to the detriment of this noble art, fheuld happen 
to be inatched out of the world, may poffibly fucceed him, 
with as little difadvantege to his own reputation, as the 
auke of Maxtrroven fuccecded king Wit114m.— Thele 
two heroes were contemporaries: the former, as be is here 
juftly filed, the delight and predicy of thrscouniry; the latter, 
cur ir) mortal delrverer, But, tho’ the ene was a Ling, yet 
he was not a greates general than the other; who tcems to 
have had a jufler claim to the title of imincible, here con- 
ferred upon him, and as juft a one to that ef immortal. 
As the chara€ters of two ecntemporary ftatuasies may feem 
to refemble th: fe of thefe two heroes: fo it is poffible. that 
afcw years may flew, that they refemble them as much in 
their different fortunes and fuccels. 

Nor is the ccmparifon at ell derogatory to the fame of 
thete heroes 5 fince Mr. WatsincHaM | a: made it evident, 
that the flatuary is equal to the hero in greatnc{s of genius, 
which in both is produced by the fame caufe, (i) rhe in- 
[pation of the times, So that in this refpe€& they both 
fiand upon equal ground ; and the only difference is mere- 
ly accidental, in the brend:fhing either cf a Sword, or of a 
chifel, For (&)* the fame fpirit which fire dALexanver 
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« formed his Arextes and ais Paaxiterss. And ¢ 
teat which, is given wly it was not proper fur 
but Ry:Brack to have attempted kag Witniam, is 
citfe (/) ‘ No can give the exprefion of « Here 
‘ any figure, unlef§ he is bieft with genius fe cemcen 
* the reality ef bercifm. ‘Tkere muft be the trae /ublime 
‘ in the artifi’s imagination, otherwife he will never reach 
* of defcribe the /abiime of fuch an elevated charafter, — 
From whence two things naturally follow, That every 
Hero, and paiticularly king Wittiam, has fomething grend 
in his very afpeét, dr, and mein, which plainly thews the 
internal reality of btroifm ; and, That Mr. Watsxonam 
has the true jublime in bis imaginatien, fince he has fo well 
dejcribed the jublime of futh esevated charadters, in ee 
and fla:wary. As to the later of which in part . 
the furprizing skill ad judgment, by which he has lately 
Thewed himfelf a perfeét connorfemr, being not the effect 
of any proper education, of any application at all to the 
ait, and conyeriation with great astifts, muft be folely an 
emanation of his tranfcend: nt genius, which owes its oti- 
ginal to that divine flame, that paffion for perfeétton, which 
is kindled by i:/piration or enthu/:a/m. 

But after all which I. have here fayed, in juft admiration 
of Mr. Warsincnam’s /ublime be I mu, cs anim- 
partial whiter, repieféne to the world the malicious remarks 
of tome envious rerions, upon this very panegytic. This, 
I know, will be fo far fiom giving him the.leaft ureafi- 
nefs, or tending to hisdifadvantage, that it will only excite 
his juft contempt cf fuch impotent -adverfaries, and fur- 
nifh him with new matter of triumph over them, — 
They fay, that this Paper, like thercft of his compofitions, , 
confitts of an indigefted heap of high flown tautolo- 
Bic, which convey go meaning to the reader; that where 

¢ has atrempted to ufe rhetorical figures, he Las inverted 
and fet them upon the wrong end; that there is not only 
falfe reafoning in it, but even falfe grammar; that one part 
of it contradiéts another; that there sre feveral hiflorital 
miftakes, and ore egregious blunder which overtuins his 
whole panegyric, and entirely deflsoys the reputation of 
his judgment in the art of ftatvary. For, in order to do 
honour to Mr. Rysprack, he has attritured to him the 
biftoes, shofe monuments of genius, which her majefly 
hath chofen to grace her Grotto; which unfortunately 
happen to be the work of another, and as fume think, a 
much inferior hand. Upon which account, they fay, that, 
if Mr. Rysprack, out of gratitude for this eff Ctionate zéal 

ithout knowledge, fhould think fit to exert she greate/ 
profusion of kis art te Mr. Waxstxncuam’s own butt, 
as, the fropercft prefent for him; in order to render it 
more antique, it ought to be adorned with the ears of M1- 
pas, and to have the following words inferi¢ed on the pe- 
deflal with everlafling chara&crs.

HE fame fpirit whieh fired Alexander formed his 
Aprlles and nis Proxiteles. Pag. 1. col 2.) Paaxite- 
crs flour.fhed fome years before ALExanber was bor 
And if we fuppofe the latter part of his life to haveextend- 
ed to the former part of ALexanntr’s, it doesnot appeer, 
that he gave him any particular encouragement. Nay, the 
contrary is evident from the teliimonies of {everal of the 
ancients, particularly that of PLiny. Edixit imperasor ille, 
ne quisipjum alias quatm Apelies pingeret, quam Pyrgotéles 
feulperet, quam Lyfippus ex are duceres. Lib. VII. cap. 37. 
He by an edi forbad any one to paint bim but Aptrres, 
to ingrave him (on gems, &c.] but Pyneoreres, and to 
caft him in brafs but Lysiprus. 

Apelles and Praxiteles were painters, feulptors, and flatua= 
ries. Ibid] APELLes was no /emiptor, nor ft ; and* 
Praxitetes was no painser. This gentleman, 1 fuppofe, 
intended to fay, APELLES wits & painter, and PraxirELesa 
Sculptor, and flatuary. But then if he meant by /exdpror 
the fame with flatuary, it is a oe if he meant 
anengraver, it is falfe : for fuch the PRaxiITELes was 
not. There was one indeed of the fame name, in the 
time of Pompey, who wasan engraver, or rather an
